General 15. F. F slier, chairman of th 


evening, inttoduced Dr. Conwell in 
brief address. The latter called for th 
reading of the resolutions prepared 
which had been indorsed by many Gran 
Army posts and other organizations 
Order of the United American Mechar 
They rtere as lollows: 


THE UKSOt.L'TIONS ADOPTKD. 


Whereas, The people of tlie Uuitei 


States are deeply interested in the irre 
pressible conflict goiue on in the islan 
of Cuba, our nearest neighbor, betweei 
the foreigners who rule that land an 
the native population who should ow 
ind control it; and 


Whereas, It is cowardly, selfish, in 


mman for us as a people while in th 
"ull enjoyment of life, liberty and th.

rbich should be the common heritage o 


mankind ; therefore, be it

ion, and especially discountenance any 
11-considered action which would involve 
he United Stales in a war with ."pain, 
etnefeel that there aie some things 
vorse than v.ar; and that when our 
Moris at a peaceful settlement of the 
uestion are exhausted, we, as a great 
berty loving people, will not shrink 
rom the responsibility, if the spirit of the 
lonroe doctrine, protecting the people 
f this continent from the oppression of 
oreign invaders, be supported at any 
xpense by our army and navy. 
Fourth—That these resolutions be 


orwarded to the President of the Unit- 
d States. 


DR. OO.VWELL DRI1KS CAL'TION. 
I understand that to-night we need 


0 speak with caution," began Dr. Con-

Oh, to Cuba some day there shall come 
providence that will allow a man and 
oman when they leave the marriage 
tar to set up an American home I If 
ou land on that island the Government 
as a spy on your track and you are tax- 
d to hire that spy, that he may pry into 
our affairs and see how much money 
ou have, and get it away from you if 
ou have enough. 


What is our duty ? To give the Qu- 


ins all the liberties which we ourselves 
ijoy, within the limits of international 
w; and there is a clause in that law 
hich says that the nation shall sympa- 
ii?.e with any who are suffering or in 
ny special need. :S"o national law can 
ver-ride feelings for humanity or rever- 
nce for God. We believe that America 


for Americans, and Cuba for the Cn- 


ans. 
We are not heie to ask Cuba to 


in us until she has a free ballot and ex- 
resses in favor of union with the United 
tales. 


I advocate the adoption of these res- 


utions. It ia the duty of our nation to 
uggest to Spain that it ia to her interest 


> let Cuba alone, and if this suggestion 
unheeded, what remains for us to do 'f 
re we to stand still and permit this 
ranny to go on so near our shore ? 
here are worse things than war. What 
there to do, if, after all persuasion and 
aceful methods, it is in the power of 
ur army and our navy to protect ? 
However, there is no need for war; there 
are enough Cubans to protect themselves. 


Sympathy is what they need, and w 
can leave them to decide what to do wil 
Cuba when it is given into their hands 


At the conclusion 01 Dr. Conwell's ai 


dress, and after a handsome floral sta 
with the inscription, "Liberty to Cuba 
had been brought forward by two litt 
girls dressed in'the Stars and Stripe 
Colonel A. K. JleClure spoke as follows 


"I fully agree with D.-. Conwell tl: 


we must speak from the standpoint 
conservatism. We should never forge 
that the liberty of Americans is the lib 
erty of the law. The matter before 
to-night is not a question of sentimer 
but of the law to which America an 
Spain must bow. Are we within th 
lines of the law ? Let us inquire an 
suppose we test our line of duty by th 
records of Spain. Within 40 days froi 
the battle of Manassas Spain accordp 
belligerent rights to the Southern Co: 
federacy. She came to the front an 
'aid, 'Here is an established na'ion 
Tell me where the South differed from 
Cuba ? 


"Laying aside all sentiment, I deman 


that the Cubans be granted belligeren 
rights. Do yon say the Government ha 
no fixed capital ? Tlvre are limes wl 
nations don't need capita's. I gran 
that this recognition is not within tl 
power of the President, but within on 
month Congress meets, direct from th 
people, and one of its first declaration 
will be the rights of Cuba. Then ever 
honest American would denounce th 
President who did not tespond to th 
call. 


"The time is past when a civilizat.io 


like ours will permit a war of bruta 
savagery to be waged in any country 
The intervention of foreign powers i 
impossible ; let the resolutions be adopt 
ed and America shall do her duty by 
declaration of sympathy and an offer o 
lier power."

than these crisp Autumn days vrhen the 
colors are waving from every tree-top 
and nodding from even field; when 
Nature is luring us iuto the bright sun- 
shine and the « hole, ou'side world seems 
.i beautiful and onlraneing play-ground 


1 he nut dear to every American boy 


md girl is the chestnut; for though like 
some iwopK it pricks on the outside, we 
know that at heart it is sweet and good 
The Romans discovered the chestnut 
tree at CasUnea. a town of Thessalr 
They named it Casunea nujc and so 
from the Latin wold : astanea we derive 
the modern uamp clu-stnul. The old 
llomans thought thnir discovery of little 
«lue, and for many jears the patricians 
regarded the nut as a vulgar food lit 
•inly for the plebeians. \Ve mav \m_ 
•iRine, however, that the little patrician 
Hoys, if they had the opportunity, were 
as skillful in throwing stones and knock- 
ing down ihe lorbiddeu nuts a few 
weeks before they were npe as the 
Am rcan boy is to-day. 


In time the chestnut became one of 


Hie staple articles of food in ItalT, and 
now, 
each year, a municipal law "is de- 


clared, ordering the village schools to 
hold their annual vacation from the 
twenty-eighth of September 
to the 


twenty-eighth of October, in order that 
the children mav assist in the extensive 
nutting excursions that take place at 
that time. Imagine it—a month's holi- 
day to go nutting. Howevnr, it is by no 
means a frolic for the little Italians, but 
a month of genuine work. Families go 
into the Apei;nine Mountains and oamp, 
there in gypsy style, and for many dajs 
the woods resound with musical voices. 
Each person wears a canvas pouch tied 
about the waist, into which he throws 
the nut s as he gathers them. The gath- 
erers do not shake or beat the trees, but 
wait for the uuu> to (all as they ripen. 
Alter they are gathered, they take them 
into small wooden' huts, roughly built 
for the occasion. There a fire is kept 
smouldering and the nuts are spread on 
the rloor to dry. and then they are taken 
to the mill and ground into tlourand out 
of this the Italian housewife makes po- 
lenta, or porridge, and delicious little 
cakes called necci. 


The clustnut tree in the United States 


is one of our largest forest trees, and there 
is not a better description of it than the 
poe'j Longfellow gives when he pictures 
the village blacksmith s anding under a 
"spreadingchestnut tree." Though we 
are all accustomed to very large chest- 
nut trees, it is hard to imagine one that 
requires a man to take sixty-live steps in 
going around it, yet there was such a 
tree on Mount Etna. Sicily, and it is said 
that nearly a hundred horsemen took 
reluge in a hollow in its trunk 
Hence 


it was known as the "Chestnut of the 
Horsemen." 


In olden times it was the custom in 


England to give one school holida> every 
autumn for the children to go nutting. 
An old manuscript speaks of this, and 
says the youn? Etonians were obliged to 
earn their holiday by writing verses on 
the fruitfuluess of autumn and the bit- 
ter cold of winter, and after they had 
done this and gathered the uuta they 
were expected to bring them home as a 
cift to the different masters. 


The English walnut recalls to us the 


pleasant cheer of Christmas, the bright 
lights, the happy faces, the big turkey 
the blazing plum pudding and the merry 
closing of the Christmas feast in the old 
time fasl ion with its great bowl of nuts 
and raisius. These nuts are seldom 
found growing in the United States ex: 
cept in California. They are very plen- 
tiful in England and in all parts of 
Europe. 
Tnev were first known in 


Persia, and the Persians evidently valu- 
ed them more highly than the Romans 
did the chestnut, for the Kinjr reserved 
them for his own special use. forbidding 
uis subjects to touch them. An oH 
somewhat similar to olive oil is made by 
pressing the English walnut, ana by the 
second pressing an oil is obtained that is 
often used in making printer's ink 


The black walnut grows in all parts of 


the United States, though it is more 
abundant in the West than in the East 
This nut, with the hickory, or shell- 
baik, we think of in connection with 
Thanksgiving time, great open fires and 
old-fashioned candy-pulls. 


The beech is one oi the most beautiful 


shade trees we have and its small three- 
cornered nut is a ereat favorite with 
many people. In France it is pressed 
and its oil is used to burn in lamps. 


The delightful, abundant peanut is a 


nut that we are apt to take a national 
pride in and boast of as truly * -vrican. 
a proper part and belonging of the circus 
and the small boy, but they grow in 
large quantities in Africa, wnere they 
form one of the chief articles of food. 
They are also made into oil. This oil ia 
often used in the making of soap. The 
peanut grows on a trailing vine with a 
yellow flower; after the rtower falls off 
the stem grows longer and the pod on 
the end finally forces itself into the 
ground, where it ripens. 


The expression "that's nuts'' is said to 


have had its origin centuries ago in 
Home. The Emperor Xero wag accus- 
tomed to attend the theatre in disguise 
and, taking a seat in an upper b.>x, 
would amuse himself by throwing nuts 
at the head of one of the oilicials, who 
sat below. Fortunately the official rec- 
ogniz«d his assailant and quietly sub- 
mitted to having his head used as the 
royal target. For this he was rewarded 
and since then when anything advanta- 
geous and unexpected occurs we often 
hear the old expression used by the E-n- 
peror when he pelted the Planter's head 
—"That's nuts."
